In  placing  the  “Nova  Constellatio’’  Cents  at  the  head  of  the  series, 
I do  so  after  a thorough  examination  and  weighing  of  the  supposed 
evidence  of  Mr.  Bushnell  as  quoted  by  Mr.  Crosby.  No  English  die 
work  bears  any  resemblance  to  anything  found  on  these  Cents.  British 
public  sentiment  in  1783  would  not  have  tolerated  the  assistance  in 
supplying  a good  currency  to  the  successful  Revolutionists.  The  work, 
lettering,  figures  and  coinage  all  bear  evidence  of  their  American 
origin,  as  well  as  Governmental  supervision,  even  if  they  were  pro- 
duced by  contract,  as  were  the  “Fugios.”  Their  similarity  to  the  coins 
designed  and  projected  by  Robt.  Morris,  of  this  date,  would  certainly 
make  it  impossible  for  a foreign  producer  to  fill  a large  order  and 
deliver  it  by  the  snail-like  processes  then  in  vogue  and  have  designs 
so  uniform  in  style  with  the  private  coiners  of  America,  as  shown  by 
other  well-known  experimental  coins.  These  surely  are  to  be  known 
as  the  first  United  States  coins.
